Town bakeries 
are facing 
a prob­ 
able rise in the price of flour to $H a 
barrel, and should this high standard 
be maintained it is possible 
that the 
price of bread will be increased. 
One of the local men claims to have 
a contract 
for a 
year's 
supply 
of 
flour at the old prices and says then 
will 
be no 
possibility 
of his hemp 
caught short for that 
time. Anothei 
baker states that while he has a large 
supply on hand the cost of all ingred­ 
ients going 
to make up the 
loaf, in­ 
cluding labor, has increased so much 
that loaves of all sizes hould be* sell­ 
ing for more money than they are at 
the pre sent time. 
The bakers are advocating the use 
of 
the large 
size*! 
loaf 
by 
house­ 
holders. They claim that the overhead 
expense in baking is no more* for th* 
preperation and delivery 
of the.; big­ 
ger sized loaf than it is for the* small 
one and 
that th* saving

Philadelphia Aug. 1 9 — Three deaths 
and thirteen new infantile paralysis 
cases in this city and five deaths and 
two new cases in Camden were re­ 
ported to the health authorities of the 
respective cities. 
This mal es a total of sixty-seven 
deaths and 253 cases in Philadelphia 
since July I, and twelve deaths and 
thirty-one cases In Camden. 
Clyde Scott, four years old, son of 
John Scott, of Conshohocken, died of 
Infantile paralysis with which he was 
stricken Tuesday. 
This Is the second 
death from the disease in Conshohock­ 
en. 
As an added precaution against the 
spread of infantile paralysis, Director 
Krusen advised that parents In this city 
i-hould not tike their children to th* 
doctor’s office to be examined, espe­ 
cially lf the child is 111, hut that the 
doctors should come to the house. “ It 
will cost more,” he said, “but it is 
necessary to prevent Infection.”

Take New Y'ork, for Instance, the 
biggen! city In the world. 
A general 
railroad tleup would stop trains th at 
are now taking to New York city daily 
food supplies th a t average as follows: 
D airy Products—7.200 tubs of butter, 
3.500 boxes of cheese. 13.300 cases 
(4,788.000) of eggs, 2,250,000 quarts of 
milk. 
Meats—3.000 crates of poultry, 8,000,- 
000 pouuds of fresh beef, pork and 
mutton. 
Fruits- 4.000 barrels of apples, 00,000 
crates 
of 
grni*es. 
lem ons, 
oranges, 
peaches, pears, pineapples and plums. 
Vegetables—13.000 barrels of pota­ 
toes. 0,000 crates of onions, 300 car­ 
loads of cabbages, peas, lettuce, car­ 
rots. etc.; 5.000.000 cans of peas, tom a­ 
toes, etc. 
Grain and Cereals 40.000 sacks of 
barley, 70.000 bushels of corn, 3.000 
sacks of cornmeal, H.OOo barrels and 
21.000 sacks of flour, 6.500 bushels of 
malt, 293.000 bushels of wheat.

Would Halt Munitions. 


A general railroad strike would stop 
the shipment of munitions from m anu­ 
facturing points in the Interior. 
W ar 
contracts for hundreds of millions are 
tieing filled in this country, and ao 
rapid la the output that it is impossible 
to get ships to m ore It as rapidly as It 
reaches the seaw ard. 
Plants in or near seaports would be 
able to ship some of this output, but 
a railway tteup would la? a serious 
m atter for plants away from tidewater. 
The Bethlehem Steel corporation, the 
largest producer of w ar material in the 
flitte d States, is in Pennsylvania and 
defends entirely on tho railroads. It Is 
turning out some of the largest guns 
used by the allies on the western bat-, 
tie fronts. 
On the Pacific coast the shipments 
affected would bo, in the main, those 
Intended for Russia, which for months 
have lieon very large. 
Russia Is also 
being supplied from Atlantic ports, the 
a!di>* going by the Panam a canal to 
Vladivostok and also by way of Arch-1 
angel. 
The American shipments to 
Russia are greater now than at any j 
time since the outbreak of the war.

Autos Nearly All Made Inland. 
The automobile industry is another t 
whose European shipments would be 
seriously affected. 
All of the allied 
nations have made large contracts for 
motor vehicles in tilts country, and a 
majority of the plants are far from 
tidewater. 
Shipments of grain and other sub­ 
sistence stores to the allies would also 
be seriously hampered. 
Ruyera, who are Just now beginning 
to flock to New Y’ork from all parts of 
the Pnlted States and Canada to make 
their purchases for the winter season, 
would bo greatly Inconvenienced in 
the event of a railroad strike. 
Re­ 
cause of the absence of suggestions 
from abroad, the designers here hnvc 
been tardy In arranging their displays, 
and for that reason the representatives 
of the out of town houses have do- 
layed their arrival by a fortnight. Rut 
each day now will bring hundreds in. 
and the suspension of railroad service 
would do untold injury to all the im 
l»ortnnt busine*/bouses. 
Tho .botels, too. would suffer greatly 
from a strike, for they depend for OS 


per cunt of their patronage upon more 
or lest* dlstuut cities. 
August is the 
largest .month in the business history 
of sumo of the hotels, when vacation­ 
ists and general travelers, as well as 
buyers, arrlvo dally by the thousand. 


Result of Coal Famine. 
From the railroad point of view the 
greatest suffering a beleaguered New 
York would feel would be In the halt­ 
ing of its coal supply. 
The depriva 
Hon 
threatened 
by 
the 
anthracite 
strike of several years ago would be 
come an actuality. 
The town would 
be shut off from the thousands of tons 
of fuel it consumes dally to keep its 
Internal machinery running. 
None of the huge plants that burn 
coal in dally trainload lots, the plants 
that keep New Y'ork lighted at night. 
that give it a telephone and telegraph 
service, that keep Its dynamos w hirl­ 
ing, that move Its street m rs and the 
subway trulns, could continue opera 
Hon for more H on a few days. 
There 
Is not enough reserve supply stored in 
M anhattan for the consuming a ct Iv! 
ties. 
It is estim ated that Long Inland and 
nearby New Jersey ran keep New York 
alive on a limited diet lf It can get its 
products Into town. 
For this It does 
not hove to rely altogether on the rail 
roods, because trolley lines that have 
their term inals on Manhattan's two 
rivers form a network through N ew 
Jersey and I*ong Island. 
He considers 
himself poor, indeed, does the farm er 
nowadays, lf he has not a small motor 
truck to carry his green goods to the 
market. 
Milk Is a different problem. 
Most 
of the supply that feeds the tow n’s 
infants and colors the coffee comes 
from New England and Pennsylvania 
Thus its delivery In New York Incomes 
a railroad problem. Said TI N Hnlleck. 
vice president of the Borden Condons 
cd Milk company: 
"The stopping of milk trains would 
paralyze milk distribution, 
it would 
be possible to bring some milk Into tile 
city by boats, but the amount would 
be eompn’ntlvely small. 
We would 
also be able to get more bere by trac­ 
tors from a distance of perhaps fifty 
miles. 
Iii flint way may I to we might 
get enough here to save the lives of I 
the ballies 
I 
bat** to think what 
would happen to the people of New 
York if the milk trains ure Mto|tped.’’ 
At this season of the year the rail­ 
roads are congested with shipments 
of manufactured goods, most of them 
consigned to New York departm ent 
stores for tho fall trade. 
Any stop of 
these deliveries would empty the sto res 
within a short time. 
It Is Just at this 
time too that the town gets the last of 
Its summer fruit crops. 
Aa a rule both of these kinds of 
good* are off the rails by September 
to make way for the shipments of 
grain from tile w e s t 
Should the grain 
remain in western warehouses the ef­ 
fect of such stoppage would Ik? felt as 
far away as Bagdad, because much 
of this year’s crop already has been 
sold to the allies 


Strike That Failed In 1894. 
The last notional railroad strike In 
this country occurred in ISM, when 
the National Railway union, of which 
Eugene V. Debs wa* president, con­ 
ducted a more or less sporadic strike. 
which at times caused scenes of great 
violence In the middle west. 
President 
Cleveland used the regular arm y under 
Major General Nelson A. Miles ti) deal 
with the situation. 
Scores of strikers 
were shot In the streets of Chicago and 
hundreds of ja rs burned by the strik ­ 
ers. 
Injunctions were lf sued by the 
court* and defied by the strikers. 
The 
president Issued several solemn procla­ 
mations against rioting and partici­ 
pation in the strike. 
Finally the strike 
failed through tile ability of the rail­ 
roads. with soldiers on every engine 
and < ar. to maintain a crippled service. 
The workers at that time wore not 
as well organized as now-, nor was the 
movement as concerted os that of 1910. 
Only a small pro] orth n of the worker* 
were members of the National Hallway 
union, os < < tnpmed with the highly or- 
r attired character of the four big roll­ 
way brothering (Is that are today m ak­ 
ing demands of tho railroads. 
In 1914 Hie western territory morn 
liers of th :1 four brotherhoods clashed 
with tile national conference com m it­ 
tee of railways which now represents 
file transportation companies. 
Medi­ 
ation was tried, but failed, and Presl 
dent NVIis si summoned leaders of both 
sides to Washington, as he did this 
time. 
It wan the day ofter Germany 
had declared war on Russia on Aug. I.* 
1914, that the President appealed to 
the faction* to make peace in view of 
the worldwide crisis then. 
The rail 
road’s reply wa* that they did not 
w ish to imperil the welfare of Hie na­ 
tion Iii a cr!ds nml would consent to 
withdraw their dem ands lf the work 
irs would arbitrate theirs. 
Thus arbi­ 
tration w as « ffecte I. The brotherhoods 
were dissatisfied with the results, and 
upon that dissatisfaction largely base 
’noir aversion to arbitration now.
